ITEM-3: PUBLIC HEARING

Welcome and Introductions by Chairman Ralph Pesqueira
The Chairman introduced the Commissoners and staff members
introduced themsdalves. Mr. Pesqueiradso introduced two Commission
dternates, Maxine Sherard and Elizabeth Stump.

Deputy City Attorney Lisa Fodter:
Ms. Foster explained factors to be considered when drawing district
boundaries and the find map. Ms Foster dso explained that the
Consultant Bruce Cain is doing a study to determineif the preliminary
maps violates the Voting Rights Act. If the consultant finds thet thereisa
Voating Rights Act violation the Commisson may have to take that into
congderation in drawing the boundaries. The dternative map essentidly
unifiesdl of the parts of City Heights thet are currently in three districts
into asingledidrict in Didrict 3 and that is the premise behind that map.
It is not the priminary map at thistime, but it was drawn in the event that
the Commission does come back and are told by the consultant that by law
they have to do that. The Commission had to look at how they would do
that. It is something that the Commisson wanted to share with the public
S0 everything is open asfar as the process, but right now the preliminary
map has City Heights in two digtricts.

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PUBLIC COMMENTS

SPEAKER 1: Council Member Toni Atkins

Thank you Chairman Pesqueiraand Commissoners. | took the liberty of writing my
remarks down so | wouldn’t go on and on and | gppreciate your giving me the opportunity
to speak. Once again | want to welcome you to Council Didrict 3 and thank you for your
dedication and efforts to this very important matter. | appreciate your hard work in what
has been a difficult task. When | stood before you at the beginning of this process back in
Norma heights, | thought that Didtrict 3, given the census numbers, would see no
compelling reason to make mgjor changes to the district’s boundary. This gppearsto be
the case with the preliminary map that has been submitted. | would like to commend you
for that map and your work. 1t's clear when drawing these lines you listened to the
testimony and heard the wishes and respected the opinions of the residents of the
communities and neighborhoods of Didrict 3. Y ou've drawn amap that maintains the
integrity and diversty aswdll asthe historic and culturd link thet is the thread of Didrict

3. You have united the communities of Hillcrest, University Heights and Talmadge and
preserved the connectivity of the older communities, urban communities dong Adams
Avenue such as North Park, Norma Heights and Kensington. Y ou recognized the
politica clout that City Helghts enjoys by having more than one voice on the City

Council and have kept the boundaries that the community clearly stated that they wanted.
Y ou've maintained the ethnic and cultura diversity thet is calebrated by this minority
mgority digtrict and you have recognized the GLBT Community’sright to have avoicein
locd government. While the federd government does not believe that the GLBT
Community deservesto be recognized, you have honored and respected the City’s Human
Dignity Ordinance and the norms and val ues upon which the City of San Diego operates.
Y ou are to be commended for your bold action. Disgtrict 3 may be the most ethnically,
economicaly, socidly varied didrict in the City and it is this meting pot of diveraty that
isits strength, that is our strength. Didrict 3 has digtinctively spoken with one

progressive voice. Here are some examples if welook at three different communitiesin
Didtrict 3. Hillcrest, censustract no. 4, Norma Heights Census Tract 18, and City
Heights Census Tract 25.01. If you look at those three, these areas on the surface may
appear to be quite dissmilar. However they tend to speek collectively on issues of
concern and importance. For example these communities in the 2000 presidentia
election, 70% of the vote was cast for Al Gore and in the Mayor’ s race over 60% was cast
for Ron Robertsin these three areas. In the highly racialy charged Proposition 187,
votersin these three geographica census tracts each voted againgt its approval by over
60%. Interestingly though to note, in City Heights in Census Tract 27.10 only 39% of the
voters voted againgt this measure so you can see that some of the assumptions made early
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on in discussions at these hearings does not exactly dways hold true. Asyou can see
Didtrict 3 did not vote for the winner in any of these races. However, they did spesk
convincingly and solidly together for ther beliefs. While | believe your preliminary mep

is both good and fair, | do have concerns with the aternate map which | am aware of. My
first concern isthe process. If for some reason you decide to adopt the dternative map,
there will be limited, if any, public reaction to thismap. Additiondly the aternate map
does not accurately reflect the testimony that has been collected from residents during this
redigricting process. The resdents of City heights have stated that having representation
from severd Council Didricts strengthens their voice. They have stated thet their ability
to have their issues addressed would be severdy diminished if they are lumped into one
digrict by trying to unify an area. Y ou're dso — with the dternative map again — you
would be disenfranchising the resdents of Norma Heights, Kensington and Tdmadge
who have noted that they believe their older communities have a natura historic and
culturd tie to the other neighborhoodsin Didtrict 3. The progressive voice of these
resdentswill belogt if they are shoved into another didtrict. For example, in the recent
State race for the 39" Didtrict, over 70% of the vote was cast for Senator Dee Dee Alpert
in Hillcrest and Norma Heights compared to the 44% she received in the community of
Navgo in Didrict 7 and 51% in Point Lomain Didrict 2, which if you moved off parts of
— okay. Findly, if you gpprove the dternate map you will effectively destroy the Gay
and Leshbian voicein San Diego. True, you have united Hillcrest and University Heights,
but you have aso removed Bankers Hill, Park West, Norma Heights, Kensington, and
Tadmadge with the dternate map, thereby diluting the GLBT vote in three didricts rather
than the two that currently exist. | ask why we must tear down one minority group’s
progress to try to affect another’ s when traditiondly these groups are on the same side of
many issues. Incdosing | want to leave you with the understanding that the preliminary
map clearly reflects the community of villages we are griving for in San Diego. The
diversty of adigtrict is our strength and it is celebrated in one progressive voice. | urge
you to respect the sense of neighborhood pride and accept the preliminary map as your
find map. Thank you.

On June 27" as adirect result of your
outreach, Didtrict 3 resdents came before you totaly united from Hillcrest to Ridgeview,
resdents from the length and breeth of Digtrict 3 representing the numerous communities
of interest and they al raised the same cry, leave usthe way we are; it works. Since then,

contradictory and confusing. While saying you heard us, you changed our representetion
from three digtricts to two in order unite Oak Park and this dragtically affects cross roads.
Y ou sad that neighborhoods should take turns being split. We requested to remain split
to make your job easer. While saying population was the first consderation, you
changed us from a nearly perfect digtrict of plus 300 to adistrict of over plus 3,000. And
with the aternate map over 6,000. What you have said isthat communities that have
been broken up have survived, but a what cost? Changing City heights will negate 15
years of unbelievably productive work. Y ou are Stting on the cornerstone of the first
village of the drategic framework. Allow usto build upon it and continue on to other
City Heights villages.

This the police map that we have and as you see it has the Adams service areawhich
contains a number of neighborhoods which you have divided into two council digtricts

and has 40,000. The services areas of east and west City Heights, each of them has
40,000. You have divided them into one council digtrict. Below that you see the
Rolando service area, which is anumber of neighborhoods and you have divided that into
2 and 3 didricts. Y ou have consistently used police maps for Mid-City that have never
had one second of community input, have never been our maps, and the City promised us
would never be used as neighborhood maps. There is no neighborhood in City Heights
cdled City Heights. It ismade up of 16 neighborhoods with aregiona population of
80,000 people. Thereis no reason for it to be segregated into one neighborhood, which is
what you are doing. This process has been unbdievably criticd. | have little judtification
for any of the things that you have done and | don't think you're going to seethis
chdlengein the courts. | think you are going to see a chdlenged by the Grand Jury
because the inconsstency on this Board has been phenomend, and the incredible
gereotyping has lead to conduct that isincredibly unbecoming. If you want to reach
Hispanics, as you say you do, you might do the courtesy of providing information in
Spanish, minutes in Spanish, agendas in Spanish. Al of these things you say you're

doing to enfranchise people you' re not doing yoursdlf. Y our behavior has been absolutely
disgraceful and | think half of the people on this Commission should leave.

| want to gpeak to you today as a generd community member and resdent of Didtrict 3. |
want to commend the Commission for the preliminary plan you have done. | also want to
say that | strongly oppose the dternate plan. When | moved to San Diego, | knew what
community | wanted to live in and it was any one of the Mid-City Communities that
comprise Didrict 3. The preliminary plan does not satisfy everyone, but it does do the
best job of retaining the communities of interest that make up Digtrict 3. My position
favoring this plan may not reflect the views of dl of Universty Heightsresdents. We do
enjoy the representation that we currently receive from two council members. We receive
greater attention and probably receive more funds for community activities. University
Helghts and City Heights are very different communities. University Heights, both the
commercid areaand residentiad community, have been undergoing a mgor resurgence
gncethe early 1980's. City Heights on the other hand is a poor community that has only
now begun to grow in economic strength with the support of three council members. City
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Heghtsis avast community made up of 16 neighborhoods and comprising more than
haf of acouncil digrict in and of itsdf, while Universty Heightsis one smdler
community as apart of Didrict 3. City Heights needs and deserves the continued
representation of three council members. Let me try to summarize my opposition to the
dternate plan. In addition to dividing the LGBT community in Norma Heights,
Kensington, and Tdmadge, you aso assure that the communitieswill be an isolated
enclave of Didrict 7. The smilarities between Norma Heights, North Park, Kensington
and Tdmadge are vast. The amilarities between those communities and the communities
of Digtrict 7, especidly the suburban communities north of 1-8 are minuscule,

Asaresult we have three council people we can
rely on to help us get things done in redevelopment and bringing our community back up
to the level the rest of this greet city. By watching what has happened over the last couple
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of weeks, | watched us go from three council people that can help us get things done back
to the possibility of one and now you are saying that your preliminary map has usin two
digtricts which makes it much more difficult for usto get the funding that we need to get
things done in our community. We are not people that St back and wait for someone dse
to get it done for us. We rewilling to do the work, but we need you to understand that
we need three districts to get the work done.

Itis
one example of what the community is saying that sharing council members works for us,
that digtributing this diverse community among council digtricts has provided better
representation on the Council and served to focus attention and services where they are
needed most. By now you know this is partnership between council districts that made
this building possible and you have heard the other success Sories. Since the existing
boundaries do work well, it is a concern when the map changes in away that causes our
community to lose a representative on the Council. That is not a minor matter. One of
the tools we use to make our community work is being taken fromus. A lot of effort has
gone into building those relationships between didricts and the community they havein
common. A lot of hard work and dedication has gone into rebuilding City Heights.
Accordingly the consultant had mentioned that moving the Didrict 4 portion of City
Heights was not required under the Voting Rights Act and if that were to happen another
judtification would have to be used. When making changes to this map, I’ ve noticed
some inconsstencies. The same move that is made for economic reasons at one meeting
is then judtified by reasons of population or some other reason a the next. Being more
conggtent in the reasoning or judtification would be helpful and less confusing to us.

She writes: Dear Chairman Pesgueira and Commissioners, thank you
for serving on the redigtricting commission and your work to draw fair and lega
boundaries for the City of San Diego's council didricts. Thisis an important
responsibility that 1 know you take serioudy and have dready dedicated many hours of
vauablework. | have two concerns that compel meto testify thisevening. First asthe
former City Council Member to represent Didtrict 3, | strongly oppose the dternate map
that significantly aters the character, diversity and geographic boundaries of the didtrict.
Putting the community of City Heightsin only one didirict will result in agreet disservice
to the resdents, community groups, and leaders who have been able to accomplish so
much for thisarea. They are avoca and organized group of citizensthat in the seven
yearsthat | represented them were able to be part of the largest redevel opment efforts
since Horton Plaza was built downtown. We began by building a police substation which
you are Stting in this evening, bringing in over 200 officersinto City Heights. Together
we lowered the crime rate and raised homeownership. This followed with anew public
library, tennis courts, swimming center, joint use recregtiond fields, tot lots, a thester
performance space, Head Start class rooms, and even an office for the City Heights Town
Council. We dso were part of bringing in a new continuing education center, and a
shopping complex that is currently under congtruction. Theinitia funding for the City
Heights police substation was shared by former Council Member Judy McCarty who
represented Didtrict 7 a the time and me. Would this have happened if only one member
of the council represented this didtrict? | don’t think so. Where City Heightsistoday, is
not the accomplishment of a disenfranchised community struggling to be heard. In fact it
is because of it’'s out spoken persistent and effective leaders and the elected officias who
listen that we accomplished so much in so littletime.  City Heights continues to grow
today to accommodate and serve its many residents because it is represented by members
of the City Council and the Mayor. Second the make up of Didtrict 3 and the proposed
map iswhat San Diego should be, an integrated city of income leves, ethnic
backgrounds, religions, ages and sexua orientations. Respecting and recognizing the
voice of the Leshian and Gay Community took years of hard work and involvement. The
dternate map that unifies City Heights will margindize yet another community. In
essence, you will water down the palitical voice of two communitiesinstead of
srengthening them as they have been during my two termsin office. | urge you to accept
the preiminary map and rgect the dternate map.

This
processisworking. The Kensngton Tamadge Planning Committee feds that the
dternate plan 2 which would relocate our two communities into Digtrict 7 while placing
most of City Heightsin Didtrict 3 would be disruptive and can jeopardize the progress
that is being made in redevel oping the communities south of 1-8. We urge you to approve
plan 1.

reunite Rancho Penasguitos and MiraMesa they were told that the Commission spent a
whole two and a haf hours on this. Y ou have spent weeks and weeks on the issue of City
Heights. When the City Attorney pointed out to you that she would fed uncomfortable
representing the aternative map because at thistime there is no evidence thet there are
voting rights violations, you finaly decided to send it to the consultant and ask the
consultant to look for violations. The consultant didn’t know what to look for. He ended
up coming to people like Kevin Davis and mysdlf and asking usfor possbleracesin
terms of issues or candidatesto look a. There has been no evidence presented that there
have been vidlations. Why you hang on to this, | don’'t know especidly after you hear
testimony from people of various ethnicities and races, | don't get it. Besidesthat, | do
want to talk about what this process has done for me in terms of degpening my love for
the current Digtrict 3 neighborhoods, especidly for what City Heights and the activists
have taught me. | have known them for afew years now having worked in a campaign,
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but what | have learned in the last few months has redly made me appreciate their
gtuaion. The switch of the Webgter area that includes the City Heights neighborhood of
Ridgeview from Didrict 4 to Digtrict 7 in exchange for a shopping center packsthe
various CityHe ghts neighborhoods into fewer digtricts reducing the effective political
participation they currently have. It aso contradicts the goa of compactness which you
have been gtriving for because it takes this dangling shape here at the bottom of 7.

REDISTRICTING COMMISSION ACTION (Tape location C142-173.)

SPEAKER 23: Charles McKan

Our codition supports the preliminary map to the extent it includes in Didtrict 3 the
neighborhoods identified by overwheming testimony and data as containing large
concentration of GLBT people and their supportive neighbors. However, we find
unacceptable the portions of the aternative map that would divide such identified
community of interests by moving Norma Heights, Kensington, and Tamadge from
Didrict 3to Didtrict 7. We thus oppose that option of the dternative map if your
consultant finds no factua badis for the theory that the Voting Rights Act somehow
requires unification of various portions of City Heights in the fewer than the current
number of three digtricts. We dso disagree with the statement made by Maxine Sherard
that the dternative map should be adopted even if not required. By doing so, you would
have to ignore the overwhdming testimony of Didtrict 3 resdentsin favor of retaining
Didrict 3 asit iswith a& most only afew minor adjusments. Y ou would aso haveto
ignore the overwheming testimony of City Heights resdents. By following her
suggestions you could expose your map to condtitutional and statutory challenges based
upon Supreme Court Redigtricting Jurisprudence, the Voting Rights Act, the City Charter
or other theories. Moreover, if your consultant should find that the VVoting rights Act
requires the unification of City Heights into one district we would aso oppose adoption
of the dternate map. On June 29, | placed in the record a sample map that suggests City
Heights could be unified as part of creating two didricts with more than 55% L atino
population and about 70% minority/mgorities. This could be done without carving into
two or three pieces the portions of Didrict 3 identified as containing the LGBT
community of interest. If your intent of the aternative map is to empower protected
groups particularly Latinos, that sample map would appear to offer better possbilitiesto
do 0. However the record gppears to indicate that in creating your adternate map you
amply ignored those available feasible possihilities that would be less destructive to the
current cohesion of the LBGT community of interest of Didtrict 3. We are |eft to wonder

why.
